Kindly look into this matter aud 
see if the subscription can be rais­ 
ed and let us hear from you further.

The Eagle is not advised wheth-j April 14. 
er the business league will see fit I 
to take any action in the matter at 
this time or not, nor whether there 
are any capitalists here sufficiently 
interested to investigate the mat­ 
ter further. 
The details of the 
proposition 
are 
not given, and 
these would have to be gone into 
fully before the value of the propo­ 
sition could be determined. 
The Eagle adheres to the opin­ 
ion that a cotton mill would be a 
fine thing for the town and all its 
tributary territory, and would like 
to see this proposition investigated 
with a view to acceptance if it is 
found to be favorable in all its 
phases.
